Calls Newton’s Building 
Laws ‘Unduly Burdensome’ 


On the appeal of the H. and M. 
Construction Company of Ja- 
maica Plain, which was denied a 
building permit by Newton au- 
thorities to construct an apart- 
ment house, counsel for the com- 
pany claimed, at a hearing held 
last Friday before the State 
Emergency Housing Commission 
in Boston, that Newton's building 
laws pertaining to apartment 
houses are “unduly burdensome.” 

Counsel representing the con- 
struction company, Edward O. 
Proctor, stated that Newton has 
"no building laws appropriate for 
the construction of apartment 
houses. He asked that a variance 
from the building code in New- 
ton be granted the company by 
the State Emergency Housing 
Commission, in order that the 
apartment house could be con- 
structed. The commission has the 
authority to over-rule the de- 
cision of local authorities. 

Representing Newton, City 
Solicitor Matt B. Jones, Jr., told 
the Commission that the specifi- 
cations presented by the con- 
struction company do not meet 
the provisions of the building 
regulations, "which are sound 
from the point of view of public 
safety.” 

The H. and M. Construction 
Company seeks to construct four 
garden type apartment build- 
ings, two with t"n apartments 
each, and two with four apart- 
ments each.

Says 4 Age of Mr. Chips Gone By 
But Good Teacher Respected’ 


M. Roland Hcintzelman, teach- 
er of English at Newton High 
School and Newton Junior Col- 
lege, was one of eight alumni par- 
ticipating in a “Job Clinic” 
under the sponsorship of the Vo- 
cational Guidance Program, Am- 
herst College, recently. Mr. Heint- 
zelmon spoke for the profession 
of education. 

Among points stressed by Mr. 
Heintzelman in his talk at the 
general session is that “there is 
today, more than at any time in 
American education, a need for 
the well-educated man who has 
the human touch.” Teaching, he 
said, should not be entered as a 
second-best choice or because one 
is undecided. Although the fi- 
nancial returns are meager, the 
work is steady and stimulat- 
ing, and it leads to continued per- 
sonal growth. Mr. Heintzelman 
concluded, “It seems that the 
age of the Mr. Chips has igone 
by, yet a good teacher eventual- 
ly gains a great respect in the 
community, a stronghold of af- 
fection, an ever-increasing num- 
ber of acquaintances — and al- 


ways, he will have many friends.” 

Twelve Amherst seniors who 
visited Mr. Heintzelman to talk 
further about education were in- 
terested in questions such as 
public versus private school, or 
elementary versus secondary 
school teaching. They asked 
questions about the importance 
of courses in education, specific 
steps in applying for a job, get- 
ting into administrative work, 
and specific minimum salaries. 

The symposium, first of its 
kind at Amherst, included a 
two-hour general session, and in- 
dividual conferences. At the gen- 
eral session, attended by approxi- 
mately 125 seniors, Chairman Eu- 
gene S. Wilson, Dean of Admis- 
sions, asked each alumnus in 
turn to tell just what he did in 
his job, how he got his job, the 
advantages and disadvantages of 
work in his field, and the quali- 
fications most needed by men en- 
tering it. Professions represent- 
ed in the symposium were edu- 
cation, transportation, manufac- 
turing, banking, sales, advertis- 
ing, investments, and merchan- 
dizing.

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News From the State House

The legislators have been sen- 
sitive to the recent blast of the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Asso- 
ciation regarding absenteeism 
in the last session. In order to 
protect those legislators con- 
scientious of the state’s work. 
Democratic Floor Leader Robert 
Murphy of Malden filed an order ( 
in the House of Representatives 
to protect the record of the mem- 
bers who are absent because of 
illness. 

An attack was made on Repub- 
lican leaders at a public hearing 
held in the Gardner Auditorium 
at the State House on the bill 
filed by Mason Sears and Charles 
Rugg before the Committee on 
Education. The bill calls for an 
emergency law necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the 
public health, safety and con- 
venience, and in order to preserve 
health, safety and convenience 
cities and towns may appropriate 
money for conveying pupils to 
and from schools. Less than 200 
people attended the hearing. 

Mason Sears, speaking in fa- 
vor of his bill, said "the support 
the legislators of both parties are 
giving this proposal to safeguard 
the transportation rights of paro- 
chial children under the existing 
Uw insures its prompt approval. 
3These rights are being threaten- 
ed by an initiative petition which 
would bar children who are le- 
gally enrolled in parochial schools 
from riding on school buses paid 
for in party by their parents’ 
taxes.” Edward B. Hanify, law 
partner of Mr. Rugg, stated that 
the adoption of the bill would re- 
move the religious issue from 
the school bus transportation, 
such removal the purposes of the 
referendum petition would be 
served. Others who spoke for 
the Sears-Rugg bill were Sen. 


Richard H. Lee. Newton; Sen. 
Harris Richardson. Winchester; 
Rep. Charles Gibbons, and sev- 
oral Democratic legislators. 

Opposing the Sears-Rugg bill, 
Rev. Isaac Higginbotham, sec- 
retary of the Mass. Baptist con- 
vention. said "the attitude of the 
Republican State Committee is 
'cowardly and despicable.' They 
will have to answer for it.” Dr. 
Higginbotham censured people 
who called the signers of the 
Batcheller initiative-referendum 
petition "bigot.” "I know they are 
not bigots. They include pastors 
and preachers. I wonder if the 
real bigots arc not those who 
deny we are true churches and 
ministers of the gospel. I wonder 
where the bigots are?” He con- 
tinued on to say "we fought for 
religious freedom and believe in 
separation of church and state. 
We want to take religion out of 
politics. The issue is that no pub- 
lic money should be used for pri- 
vate purposes.” "The Republican 
leaders," he said. ‘ did not want 
the petition to reach the ballot 
because they felt that it would in- 
jure the chances of their can- 
didates for office.” "I am a Re- 
publican and most of the signers 
of the petition are Republicans.” 
he said with great pride, "and as 
a Republican I’d rather go down 
in defeat standing for the great 
American principle rather than 
sell out for votes.” Dr. Higgin- 
botham also said that he would 
"fight for the right of Catholics 
to have parochial schools but 
with the understanding that they 
stand the expenses in every- 
thing including transportation.” 
He stated that the "Roman Cath- 
olic hierarchy was 'trying to get 
control of public funds’.” "If it

should be done.” 

Rev. Emory S. Bucke, editor of 
Zions Herald, a Methodist maga- 
zine, opposed the bill. He said 
"we are opposed to appropriation 
of public funds for private paro- 
chial schools, no one is compell- 
ed to attend parochial schools." 
Rev. Dana McLean Greeley, min- 
ister of the Arlington Street 
Church, Boston, said that "Mr. 
Rugg is wrong. He is a good 
friend of mine. His petition is of 
no value, and that it would de- 
prive us of the Democratic pro- 
cess of amending our own laws.” 
Rev. Lothrop, minister of the 
Community Church, Boston, op- 
posing the Sears-Rugg bill, stated 
that he believes in Referendum. 
"The Judgment of the people is 
superior to some of the mem- 
bers in the legislature.” 

Attorney Thomas Vinson, for- 
mer representative, of Winches- 
ter, asked the Committee to re- 
i jeet the bill. He was strong in 
his denunciation of the Repub- 
lican Party. The Republicans 
"don’t dare to trust the people 
: to vote.” "If they had any pol- 
I itical brains they would want this 
referendum to go on the ballot in 
November.” Mr. Vinson stated 
that "the issue is whether public 
money should be used for the 
benefit of private institutions.” 
He said that Sen. Richardson’s 
own minister says that that Sen. 
Richardson is wrong. "If the Re- 
1 publican leaders had any brains 
they would want the parochial 
: school bus issue to go on the bal- 
1 lot," declared Attorney Vinson. 
“This time in 1950," he said, "the 
Republicans of this state are so 
aroused that every old woman, 
1 crippled person, anyone who can 
1 get to the polls on stretchers will 
go to vote. It opens the door not 


only to free transportation but 
to supplying rubbers to young- 
sters so they won’t get their feet 
wet, free textbooks, lunches, 
and for everything else parochial 
school officials want the public 
to pay for.” 

The State Senate passed to be 
engrossed the bill prohibiting the 
sale of refreshments on the Bos- 
ton Common and the Public Gar- 
dens in the City of Boston. Rule 
8 was suspended and the bill is 
now in the House for action. The 
Public Gardens has been a sore- 
eye to the public. Bottles, trash, 
etc., cluttered the grounds. Re- 
moval of refreshment stands, say 
the legislators, will help to keep 
grounds clean. 

A petition to permit recovery 
of damages for personal injuries 
to guest occupants of motor veh- 
icles upon proof of ordinary neg- 
ligence was rejected by the State 
Senate on a tie vote. Senator 
Gibney pleaded for passage "be- 
cause we don’t get any protec- 
tion unless we can prove gross 
negligence.” Those who opposed 
the bill stated that there may be 
a possible case of collusion. The 
collusion would be so great it 
wculd add many dollars to prem- 
iums.

Edward W. Blue, 57, a native 
of Newton and for more than 22 
years a teacher in the Newton 
schools, died suddenly Friday, 
January 27, at the Newton-Wel- 
lesley Hospital. Ho was a director 
of athletics and instructor of so- . 
cial science at Warren Jr. High 
School. 

Mr. Blue made his home at 2121 
Commonwealth avenue, Auburn-* 
dale, attended Newton High 
School, where he was a football 
player and graduated from 
Brown University in 1916. Prior 
to joining the Newton Schools, he 
taught in Waltham and in the 
Case School of Applied Science in . 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Lois (Nightingale) Blue, a sister, 
Miss Marion Blue and his father, 
Alexander Blue, both of whom 
live in Punta Gorda, Florida. 

Funeral services were held 
Sunday in the Fuller Chapel of 
the Second Church in Newton, 
West Newton.

Q. You have said that no one 
persons was responsible for 
building of Oak Hill Park. If 
this is so, who were respon- 
sible for Oak HiU Park? 

Oak Hill Park is not the re- 
sult of the work of one individual 
or one group but was made pos- 
sible only through the concerted 
efforts of a great many people 
wholeheartedly interested in pro- 
viding houses for our veterans 
at the earliest possible moment 
and we of the Veterans’ Housing 
Department are most grateful for 
their splendid help and support. 

During the early stages of the 
development, we interviewed and 
screened many hundreds of ap- 
plicants. We are convinced these 
fine young people are a credit 
to the City of Newton and as 
time goes on will become the out- 
standing citizens of our com- 
munity. 

In order to maintain a high 
standard in Oak Hill Park and 
to provide for social activities, 
there has been formed by the 
home owners an association call- 
ed Oak Hill Park Improvement 
Association. It is a well organiz- 1 
ed association and has already 
been instrumental in accomplish- 
ing much. 

There is a great deal of senti- 
ment in connection with the Park. 
All streets and paths are named 
after Newton men who gave their 
lives in combat in World War 
II. The fathers and mothers of 
these young men often visit the 
Park and have come to know the 
families who live on the streets 
named after their sons. 

Last Memorial Day, for ex- 
ample, a mother gave each family 
living on the street bearing her 
son’s name a white rose bush in 
memory of her son. Another mo- 
ther gave a large American flag 
to the people of her son’s street. 
A flag pole has now been erected 
on this street and. on Christmas 
day, I noticed the flag flying and 
a beautiful wreath around the 
standard bearing her son’s name. 
More of this I am sure will be 
forthcoming when the Park is 
officially dedicated next May. 

It was not an easy task to 
build Oak Hill Park but we all 
feel that our efforts were worth- 
while and feel a great satisfaction

“This is the time of the year 
for pedestrian accidents.

Legislature a civil rights bill 
which proposes to change the 
name of the Mass. Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Commission 
to the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination. 

This bill, H-1841, endeavors to 
provide additional remedies by 
strengthening the existent pro- 
cedures governing discriminatory 
advertising, discrimination by 
places of public accommodation 
and discrimination in public hous- 
ing.

James T. Phelan, manager of 
the Cambridge office of the So- 
cial Security Administration, an- 
nounced that approximately $4,- 
050,000 in benefits were paid, in 
1949, under the Old-Age and 
Survivors Insurance program in 
the area, including Newton, ser- 
viced by that office.* 

These payments went to peo- 
ple in the following categories: 
6733 retired workers received 
approximately $2,352,600; 2302 

wives, age 65 years or older, of 
retired workers, $395,300; 2377 
children of retired or deceased 
wage earners, $443,800; 1681 

aged widows, 65 years of age 
or older, $48,200; and 950 wid- 
ows, under 65 years of age who 
had children of the deceased 
wage earner, under 18 years of 
age, in their care, who received 
$263,500. Where no one was 
entitled to a monthly benefit, 
lump sum death payments were 
made to 821 persons, or estates, 
amounting to about $136,900. 

According to Mr. Phelan, in 
Newton the total payments un- 
der this program in 1949 
amounted to $613,300.

Where no person was entitled

of the Social Security Act to 
persons, or their survivors, who 
were engaged in employment 
subject to the Social Security 
tax which, until December 31, 
1949, was 1 per cent levied on 
the employer, and 1 per cent 
deducted from the pay of the 
employee. Beginning January 
1, 1950, that tax has been in- 
creased to IVs per cent for the 
employer and lVa per cent for 
the employee.

There are times when we must have ice underfoot and 
the white coat of winter around us to see spring. Somehow, 
a January without snow is a break in the great rhythm 
and we have to await a return to normal before we can see 
the year whole again. The April of apple blossom and 
daffodil is no isolated phenomenon; it is rooted in February 
and March, and it reaches toward June and July. 

The year’s rhythm is as clear as the rhythm of the 
days, but it touches our consciousness most firmly at the 
approach of spring and when summer is turning to autumn. 
It is as though our own pulse felt the imminence of change 
and responded to it. What we see is only a lesser part 
of the process; the greater part lies in what we feel with 
the nerve-ends of understanding. It is as though we sensed 
the slow movement of sap in the roots of the trees, or the 
imperceptible urge of corm and bulb to lift green fingers 
toward the sun. Spring comes that way, beneath the sur- 
face of the soul, as it gets under way beneath the surface 
of the soil. 

Days lengthen. The night is neither so long nor so 
cold. The sun swings in a bigger arc across the sky, and 
leans less to the south. These are the obvious signs, and we 
do not mistake them. The greeriish tinge of a clear sky 
at sunset is not so icy as it can be at winter’s depth. The 
Big Dipper hangs to the east of the Pole Star of an evening, 
not down on the horizon where it lay at the time of winter 
solstice. 

The 'signs are there to be seen. But the great sign, 
the one that stirs the pulse, lies closer to the heart. It is 
the promise, the eternal promise of spring that livens the 
understanding. ,

War Prisoners 
May Enter Claims 

The War Claims Commission, 
created by the President of the 
United States, have submitted 
forjns that are now available for 
the war prisoners who wish to 
claim reimbursement for the fail- 
ures of the enemy governments 
to furnish the proper quality and 
quantity of food that is required 
by the standards of the Geneva 
Convention. 

Newton war prisoners of 
World War II may obtain infor- 
mation forms on the reimburse- 
ment of war prisoners, civilian 
internees, and survivors of such 
persons who are now deceased, 
by calling the Home Service 
Director, at the Newton Chapter, 
American Red Cross. 

Any person wishing to file a 
statement regarding loss or 
seizure of personal or real prop- 
erty damage, maritime loss, re- 
imbursement for funds expended, 
or persons who wish to submit 
statements for personal injury 
to health or unpaid labor should 
complete questionnaires. 

Questionnaires should be re- 
ceived by the Commission not 
later than March 2. It should 
be understood that submission of 
this statement does not consti- 
tute a formal claim of benefits 
and the fact that an individual 
has already filed does not mean 
that he should not submit a 
statement for additional loss or 
injury.

| At a recent meeting of the 
j committee for the 1950 Heart 
1 Campaign for Newton, Mr. Nor- 
1 man E. Moore, who is general 
i chairman, brought out the fact 
to his commottee that the money 
that will be raised' in this cam- 
paign — which has a goal of $12,- 
000 — is for a very worthy 
cause. This campaign readily af- 
fects every person in Newton be- 
cause anyone might be subject 
to a heart condition either in his 
earlier years or more than likely 
as he grows older. 

’hie money that will be raised 
will be used for research work so 
that local doctors and people in 
general will have a better insight 
on the symptoms of a heart con- 
dition. An early diagnosis with 
appropriate adjustments to the 
physical and mental strains of 
the job can salvage the most 
valuable years of a man’s life. 
In discussing this with his com- 
mittee Mr. Moore brought out 
j the fact that industry also- has 
quite a stake in the advancement 
1 of research work of the Heart As- 
sociation. This is true due to the 
fact that industry wastes mil- 
lions of dollars of the best kind 
of man power annually by its in- 
flexible attitude towards the man 
rendered a series of incalculable 
tion. If the Massachusetts Heart 
Association can help industry to 
solve this problem, it will have 
rendered a series of incalcuable 
value. With the steady aging of 
our population the number of 
those ‘with the disease of the 
heart and blood vessels is in- 
creasing. We must put a stop 
to this human wastage. 

In reviewing the figures of the 
$7,000 that was raised in Newton 
last year Mr. Moore brought out 
that already as a result of the 
, funds which we received in our 
first large campaign last year 
the Massachusetts Heart Associa- 
< tion has been able to embark on 
a series of programs concerned 
both with the cardiac research 
and with the various aspects of 
improving the care and diagnosis 
of the cardiaq patients in Massa- 
chusetts. The problems of heart 


disease are very extensive and 
complicated and will demand the 
best thought of physicians and 
lay people. It is only through the 
loyal support of the 1950 Heart 
Campaign that we will be able to 
carry on our work. 

In closing t'he meeting Mr. 
Moore emphasized that there 
would be no high pressure or 
house-to-house soliciting. It will 
all be done through a letter ap- 
peal and it will be up to the 
people of Newton to give gener- 
ously as they have done in the 
past. There will also be hearts 
displayed for the purpose of con- 
tributions in the various stores 
throughtout Newton.

Supporting their long-time in- 
terest in the improved treatment 
of women offenders, the Board of 
the League of Women Voters of 
Newton has announced its sup 
port of the principles embodied 
in the legislation filed by the 
Friends of Framingham Refor 
matory providing for a board at 
the Reformatory to handle day 
work permits, to amend the old 
Indenture Law passed in 1897 
and establish a law to meet the 
needs of today, and to red fee the 
sentencing of women sent to the 
Reformatory for petty larceny or 
cohabitation from a five-year to a 
two-year sentence. 

League members have studied 
conditions and laws affecting the 
sentencing and treatment of 
women in penal institutions for 
many years. They have reached 
the conclusion that the principles 
embodied in this legislation meet 
seme of the urgent needs for 
legislative change at this time. 

Many League members attend- 
ed the hearing before the Judi- 
ciary Committee January 11 per- 
taining to the sentencing of 
women offenders. Other members 
will attend the hearing before 
the Committee on Public Welfare 
on March 7 when the day work 
bill and the bill revamping the 
indenture law will be discussed.

Says Obscured 
Windshields Are 
Accident Causes 

“Driving without proper lights, 
windshield wiper, and defroster 
is as annoying as reading fine 
print with dirty glasses, and can 
be infinitely more deadly,” Chief 
Philip Fhtrcell of the Newton Po- 
lice Department said. 

“In many fatal traffic acci- 
dents throughout the country 
last year,” the Chief stated, “it 
was found that obscured wind- 
shields and windows were a con- 
tributing cause. The ironic fafct 
is that all of these accidents 
could have been avoided. 

“When foul weather strikes, 
the best policy, naturally, is to 
avoid going out in it any more 
than necessary. The next best 
policy is to take every precaution 
possible to make your car acci- 
dent-proof. 

“The all-important factor of 
good visibility is dismissed far 
too often with a casual wave of 
the hand as pertaining principal- 
ly to the driver’s convenience. It 
is, at the least, a matter of 
^river-convenience. Actually, it 
may be a matter of life and 
death.” 

Use of tire chains, good, well- 
aimed headlights, a windshield 
wiper that actually wipes clean 
instead of merely smearing a 
narrow peep-hole, and an effi- 
cient defroster were listed by 
Chief Purcell as the best self- 
helps that a motorist can adopt 
in coping with blinding snow, 
rain, sleet, and steam. 

“Always remember,” he said, 
“that a safe driver in an unsafe 
car cancel each other out."

Many fine-spun arguments have appeared on both sides 
of the government medicine issue. But, to leave theory 
aside for the moment, it is interesting to see how it looks 
to an individual who has been subjected to it. 

A woman in England, writing recently said: “People 
do have to wait for beds in hospitals and it is all very diffi- 
cult. Nurses are short and of course doctors are terribly, j 
terribly overworked. People run to the doctor for colds and 
the finger ache. When someone is really almost dying the 
doctor cannot give as much attention as he should since he 
is so rushed. The working classes cannot see that indirectly 
they pay as long as they live, through the nose. For this 
health scheme they will pay always; nothing is free ever.” 

This squares with many other reports on the workings 
of the plan. The standards of medical attention have gone 
down ; initiative has been destroyed, and the old and im- 
mensely important doctor-patient relationship has been un- 
dermined. And the cost, whether Britons know it or not, 
is huge, and is borne by everyone who pays a tax of any 
kind. 

The scheme which is proposed for this country is the 
same in most essentials. It, too, would require compulsory 
tax payments; it also would promote “mass medicine,” which 
is always second-rate, assembly line medicine. It will be a 
tragic day if it is ever adopted. 


News From the State House

The Chaplain in his opening 
prayer to the members of the 
State Senate said “You Senators 
are what you are and there isn’t 
one among you who wishes to 
pass for more. You should never 
be willing to be rated for any- 
thing less than what you are. Un- 
fortunately ‘politician’ has taken 
on a cheap and sinister meaning. 
The term reeks of bossism and 
demagoguery while it smacks of 
ignobility. You are, whether you 
relish the appellation or not — 
Statesmen. In public let your 
salutation and introduction be 
“Senator.” To be a Senator in 
this Commonwealth is a guerdon 
of legislative competency.” 

Do you know that you cannot 
collect damages if you sustain in- 
juries or have an accident in 
charitable hospitals? That is 
quite true. A bill filed by At- 
torney Paul F. Spain of Boston, 
and Rep. John W. Vaughan of 
Belmont calls for charitable cor- 
porations to be subjected to the 
rules of liability in actions of 
tort for negligence. There is not 
one charitable hospital in the 
State of Massachusetts that is 
covered by accident insurance. 
Rep. Vaughan cited one case of 
a patient occupying a private 
room in a large charitable hos- 
pital. She was given wrong medi- 
cine by floor nurse. She died 
snon after. The father, next-of- 
kin could not recover damages. 
Other cases cited were people 
falling over objects, platforms, 
etc. The bill was strongly op- 
posed by the Mass. Hospital As- 
sociation who said that funds are 
low and cannot get enough 
money to run hospital. Others 
opposing were Y. W. C. A.; Y. M. 
C. A.; Harvard College; Welles- 
ley College; M I. T., and Boston 
College. 

Speaking of accidents which 
is tragic and uncalled for is the 
loss of an eye or both eyes by 
bean blowers- and air rifles in the 
hands of small children. Two 
years ago Rep. Vaitses of Mel- 
rose filed a bill in the General 
Court to enact a law to prohibit 
the manufacture of bean blowers 
and air rifles. It was killed In the 
House. This year the bill has 
been filed again, Dr. Virgil G. 
Casten of Newton and Rep. 
Vaitses as sponsors. The petition 
was heard before the Committee 
on Military Affairs and Public 
Safety. Dr. Casten pleaded that 
the committee must bring in a 
favorable report as it has brought 
untold misery to little children. 
He told the committee of tragic 
cases coming into his hospital, 
little children not knowing that 
it is all about playing with those 
deadly weapons losing their eye 
sight at an early age when it 
can be avoided. Every' parent of 
small children should bombard 
there representatives and State 
Senator to vote for H-1768. There 
should he a stringent law against 
“toys” that cause bodily harm to 
children. 

A sharp change of words open- 
ed the hearing on the initiative 
petition for the repeal of the 
school bus transportation law. It 
was an all day hearing held in 
the Gardner Auditorium, ending 
at 5 p. m. Former Rep. Thomas 
H. Vinson, of Winchester, counsel 
for proponents of the initiative 
referendum, in answer to a ques- 
tion from Democratic House 
Chairpan, Rep. Ralph Sullivan 
“what would happen if Sears- 
Rugg bill was passed and the 
referendum wouldn’t go on the 
ballot?” hotly replied— that “the 
wise thing to do on the part of 
the Legislature would be to de- 
feat Ihe Sears-Rugg bill and al- 
low tin.- question to go to the 
people unhampered and allow 
the issue of spending funds for 
private school education to be 
clearly before the voters.” The 
Sears Rugg bill was drafted by 
Republican leaders in the expec- 
tation that it would nullify the 
initiative petition. It was stated 
by ona of the members that even 


if the Sears-Rugg bill were pass- 
ed and school transportation 
guaranteed 1 to private and 
parochial school children, the 
initiative referendum could go 
on the ballot as a test of public 
sentiment. 

Rep. Sullivan continued clash- 
ing with Mr. Vinson by saying 
“do you want to mix religion 
with politics.” Mr. Vinson ans- 
wered "I do not think we are mix- 
ing religion with politics. It 
would be a violation of the right 
of tax payers.” He demanded 
that the Legislature reject the 
petition in order that 5,000 more 
signatures can be obtained and 
the matter placed on the ballot 
next fall. 

Rev. Isaac Higginbotham of 
Quincy, one of the first 10 spon- 
sors of the initiative referendum 
stated: “Does the General Court 
intend to sell us down the river 
and deny our right to be free 
from taxation that is not used for 
public purposes only, and to wipe 
out our right for freedom of 
speech. All issues such as this 
where the issue is clearly that of 
the separation of church and 
state. I am opposed to mixing re- 
ligion and politics but believe 
that the law should be repealed 
because any aid to parochial 
schools direct and indirect weak- 
ens the support of the public 
school system. A member of the 
committee asked the question of 
Rev. Higginbotham why he did 
not ask to repeal the law before 
this instead of waiting 12 years. 
He answered “that it was ex- 
pensive.” 

Rev. Dana McLean Greeley, 
president of the Massachusetts 
Council of Churches and other 
prominent clergymen spoke in 
favor of the referendum. Rev. 
Greeley declared that parochial 
school transportation is a small 
issue. The larger issue was the 
attempt of the Catholic church 
to get as much financial support 
as possible. “I do not believe pub- 
lic funds or tax money should 
pay that transportation. I ask 
for consideration on basis of 
principle. I am opposed to a sub- 
sidy from public funds for sec- 
tarian purposes. I believe in the 
separation of church and state. 
The Catholic church holds a dif- 
ferent position." At this point the 
hearing got out of hand when 
Rep. Sullivan told Rev. Greeley 
“why don’t you allow the church 
to speak for themselves." Rev. 
Emory Bucke of Newton and 
Rev. Samuel A. Jackson of Rox- 
bury spoke in favor of the bill. 
Chairman Senator Mahar of 
Orange asked that debates do not 
take place as the time is short. 
Rev. Heath sitting in the rear of 
the room shouted he wanted to 
be heard. He asked to be allowed 
to speak before they recessed for 
luncheon. He said he would like 
to say a few words without a de- 
bate. The Chairman refused to 
recognize him and he said he had 
the right to speak, but did not 
want to be questioned by the 
committee. There was free for all 
verbal clashes and Immediately 
Rep. Sullivan moved that the 
committee go into executive ses- 
sion. The date to hear opponents 
will be March 1st. 

Opposition was strongly regis- 
tered against the proposal to 
unify Greater Boston cities and 
towns into a single political unit 
in a hearing before the Commit- 
tee on Metropolitan Affairs. 
There was also a strong protest 
to a proposed recess study for 
unification.

The latest evidence of this was 
a deluge of bright orange and 
black bookcovers which descend- 
ed on the school Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 7. Within two days the sup- 
ply of three thousand, selling at 
ten cents apiece, was sold out. 
More are being ordered. 

Another project is the selling 
of identification labels, which are 
useful on letters, books, or other 
personal items. These sell at two 
hundred for fifty cents. At all 
the home basketball games and 
track meets, five or six members 
of the group have been kept busy 
supplying the audience with 
candy. 

The first set of letters from 
Frederick were distributed last 
week. It was found that the situ- 
ations of the Maryland students 
range from homes in the town 
to large and small farms many 
miles outside the city. Interests 
of the group in Frederick include 
the “High Flier,” high school 
newspaper; the League,- high 
school government; the Red 
Cross, which has served in bring- 
ing the two schools into touch; 
church groups, and many other 
activities. Newton’s exchangers 
have now introduced themselves 
to their Frederick companions 
through their first letters sent 
from here. 

The first box received from the 
Maryland city contained informa- 
tion on the school and city. Sam- 
ples of report cards, permit slips, 
sports schedules, the school hand- 
book and newspaper, and copies 
of pamphlets showing pictures of 
the historic points of the city and 
the picturesque places of the sur- 


rounding country were included. 

' Newton had sent two boxes 
containing the same type of In- 
formation. The first on the high 
school contained school publica- 
tions and data concerning the 
activities and different sections 
of the school. The second con- 
sisted of information about New- 
ton and Greater Boston, and in- 
cluded maps, pamphlets, and im- 
portant statistics. A third box 
to be sent soon will shed light 
on the character of the entire 
New England area. Colorful pic- 
tures of each state are included, 
as well ^as data on nearby col- 
leges and other well-known in- 
stitutions of higher learning. 

Principal Raymond A. Green 
recently spoke to the group on 
the school and gave statistics 
which were felt to be of interest 
to the people of Frederick. Mr. 
Warren M. Switzer of the Trade 
School also informed the group 
of the different curricula, faci- 
lities, and courses offered in the 
Tiadc School, and conducted a 
tour of the shops and classes 
connected with it.

Expanded Red Cross nursing 
programs soon will bring the 
possibility of more complete 
nursing care to communities 
throughout the nation, chapter 
officials here announced in sur- 
veying this traditional Red Cross 
service. The Red Cross nursing 
program is based on four main 
objectives: 

1. Cooperation with, and sup- 
plementation of tax-supported 
nursing services, and services of 
other agencies. 

2. Provision for voluntary 
community service by nurses. 

3. Experimentation with new 
methods to maintain the highest 
quality of service. 

4. Continuance and develop- 1 
ment of programs basic to the 
Red Cross charter obligations of 
service in times of disaster and 
other national emergencies. 

In seeking to meet particular 
community needs, the American 
Red Cross has conducted re- 
search and experimented with 
new methods, particularly in the 
home nursing field, in which it 
offers two courses, "Home Care 
of the Sick” and "Mother and 
Baby Care and Family Health.” 
Experimentation has demon- 
strated the advisability of teach- 
ing "one good way” and develop- 
ing mastery of skills through 
demonstration and supervised 
practice. For example, the 
recommended method of hand- 
washing has been adopted in vo- 
cational shop training and home 
economics courses all over the 
city. Public Health nurses are 
using the course for teaching 
skills in home visits. Nearly 
every person is faced at some 
time with the need for giving 
care to the sick o rhelpless at 
home. This care can be admin- 
istered intelligently and skill- 
fully when the individual has 
learned to use simple nursing 
skills that can safely be per- 
formed in the home. 

The Newton Chapter provides 
instruction in Home Nursing 
through free classes conducted 
by qualified instructors. This 
instruction which includes care 
of mothers, infants, aged and 
infirm, as well as general fam- 
ily care, is available to any adult 
in the community, its schools 
and colleges. 

The increasing health needs of 
the community and the contin- 
uing need for preparedness for 
emergencies such as epidemics 
and disasters has created a de- 
mand for nursing that is tax- 
ing local resources Red Cross 
volunteer nurse’s aides, first 
trained to serve in hospitals in 
World War II now offer well- 
trained assistance to registered 
professional nurses in meeting 
these needs, in the hospitals, 
public health clinics, convales- 
cent homes, in the Massachusetts 
Blood Center in Boston, during 
Bloodmobile visits in Newton, 
and in the Heart Demonstration 
Program Red Cross recruit- 
ment of nurses for special emer- 
gency duty continues to be a 
major chapter duty. In the first 
ten months of 1949, worst polio 
year on record, the Rod Cross 
assigned 2756 nurses to 37 states 
and the District of Columbia 
for special polio duty. Salaries, 
transportation and maintenance 
of these nurses was paid by the 
National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis. A total of 1572 
nurses served 12,667 days in Red 
Cross disaster operations. Their 
duties included service in shel- 
ters and emergency medical sta- 
tions, and home visits to ill and 
injured disaster victims. These 
nurses were recruited through

Pulling out all the stops, the 
Our Lady’s sextet racked up 
their second victory in the Cath- 
olic Hockey League second divi- 
sion playoffs, hanging a 5-2 
score on St. John’s of Dan- 
vers, at the Boston Arena last 
Sunday afternoon.

The Jim Sullivan-coached ag- 
gregation made it two straight 
over hapless St John’s, belting 
them 6-1 at the start of the sea- 
son, and followed the same foml- 
ula for Sunday’s win. • 

A substitution of goalie by 
Sullivan in the middle frame 
and again in the finale, Charlie 
Ci.taia for regular Bill Lawn, 
resulted in both tallies by the 
Saints, while Cutaia was net 
custodian. Bill Shea in the sec- 
ond chapter and Ed Feeley late 
in the final accounted for the 
scoring, but these efforts came 
after the Sullivans capped their 
victory. 

The locals knew what they 
were about and stormed down on 
unsuspecting goalie Marna Por- 
charski, Fannon getting his first 
on an assist from Tom Dillon, 
lighting the lamp at just 36s. 
'fne tally came while Dan Crowly 
was in the penalty box. Fannon 
followed up a little more than a 
minute later, soloing from mid- 
ice, blasting the disc net-ward 
at 1:42. 

Our Lady’s proved to have the 
upper hand throughout the fray 
and pushed their attack with- 
out a letup. What looked like 
a sure lamp-lighter late in the 
initial frame for the rampaging 
locals went by the boards on an 
official’s ruling.

the last wai. Costs are up so 
high now that necessary improve- 
ments will run into very costly 
figures. He reported that New- 
ton’s present valuations of $200,- 
000,000, although very comfort- 
ing compared to some of our 
neighboring cities, is by no 
means permanent, and could 
quite readily be lowered, espe- 
cially citing the Waltham clos- 
ings. 

Mr. Thompson spoke on en- 
couraging the development of 
manufacturing and business in 
all the Newtons, and especially 
bringing new interests into New- 
ton Corner, which he reported 
really should be the gateway to 
Newton. Renovation of older 
buildings by the present owners 
would be the surest way to raise 
the desirability of locating new 
concerns in the Corner. 

Mr. Lorenz F. Muther Jr. 
pointed out that because Newton 
Corner has many older and less 
valuable buildings on fully com- 
pleted tracts, apartment houses 
are the logical solution to pro- 
duce increased revenue and valu- 
ations. Mr. Muther, said the 
question of strict enforcement of 
the unauthorized third story 
apartments in single residences 
proves a difficult problem, and 
how much better for the city as 
a whole if they were either cur- 
tailed by official action or were 
made legal. 

He said the social factors in- 
volved in permitting new apart- 
ment houses to be built, together 
with revision of the limitation 
on the height of apartment

buildings, are problems that pub- 
lic discussion, such as this meet- 
ing, could alone solve. 

Mr. Robert J. Burns, President 
of John T. Burns, Inc. spoke of 
the need of revising our building 
and zoning laws so that large 
single residences can be legally 
changed into two or three apart- 
ment units, maintaining a single 
residence exterior while produc- 
ing revenue for the owner and 
good homes for tenants. 

Mr. Burns stated that there 
are now between 600 to 700 
houses containing “bootleg* 
apartments in the city, all in vio- 
lation of our present building 
code and zoning laws. He de- 
plored this condition and urged 
city officials to do something 
along the lines of a survey made 
and reported by his brother, 
John T. Burns in 1940. 

An open discussion followed, 
in which speakers and the audi- 
ence joined whole heartedly. It 
was the general feeling of the 
group that when the forthcoming 
Adam’s Report is published, 
another meeting should be held 
so that this group’s Planning 
Board might explain the report 
in detail. 


Peirce School Class Has Police 
Inspection and Study Units 


The second grade pupils at 
Peirce School are learning about 
their community helpers. This 
Social Studies Unit teaches the 
best ways of living together. 
These future citizens achieve 
deeper insight into the nature 
of our social world, and greater 
competence in the civic skills 
of group living. At present the 
police have the spotlight in their 
classroom. 

The usual daily inspection has 
been changed to a strict police 
inspection with competition be- 
tween two police squads — the 
Northwest Mounted Police and 
the State Motorcyclists. Clean 
fingernails, neat har. and polish- 
ed shoes are included in the in- 
spection. The classroom library 
is filled with books about the 
police. Songs and games such 
the "Traffic Cop” can be seen 
and heard during this study. 
The number vork pertains to 
learning of time — when officers 
report on and off duty. Spelling 
words aljout the police are easier 
learned when studying this unit. 
The interest of the radio in the 
police cars have lead to the study 
of sound and radio in science. 
Pupils will be writing “thank 
you” letters to those who helped 
with the trip to the Newton Po- 
lice Station. Paintings and draw- 
ings of various phases of the 
policemen’s duties will be scat- 
tered around the room and the 
halls. In addition to learning 
through books and vicarious ex- 
periences. they learned through 


first hand experiences — a trip 
to the Newton Police Station. 

Chief Purcell, a former pupil 
of the Peirce School, gave a 
hearty welcome. Those accom- 
panying the children were Mrs. 
Antoinette S. Work, teacher; 
Miss Ann L. Caldwell, principal, 
and Dr. Nathan H. Skomik, 
father of one of the pupils. The 
guide, Sgt. Corcoran, waa very 
gracious and did not want the 
children to miss a thing. Some 
of the things seen were police 
wagons, chest protectors, guns 
and ammunition, cells, the 
photo room, pulmotors, the 
Traffic Department, fingerprint 
materials, the guard room, 
radios, bank alarms, switch- 
boards, teletypes, magic mirrors 
in doors, and police box tapes. 

This experience was captured 
through William L. Winston, 
Coordinator of Audio-VisuaJ 
Aids for Newton Schools, who 
took Kodachrome still pictures 
of the trip, therefore, the experi- 
ences can be shared with others. 

In addition to the information 
gathered and attitudes learned, 
the pupils now realize that our 
community workers extend be- 
yond the traffic officer.

History Department of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, his education 
at Washington University, Har- 
vard College, and Cambridge 
University. 

Dr. Sachar presented an his- 
torical perspective for civilized 
living in the age of the hydrogen 
bomb, and contrasted the Amer- 
ican attitude of mind at the turn 
of the century with the current 
attitude.

Too many persons have been 
driven to the belief that man’s 
destiny is beyond his control, that 
war, depression, and social fric- 
tion are the natural order of 
things. For the educator Dr. Sa- 
char suggested that arguments 
of refinements of teaching meth- 
od are irrelevant to the basic 
problem of establishing the 
earlier American climate of solva- 
bility.

The Ten Commandments are: 

1. Find a doctor you respect, 
obey him, and cling to him as 
though he were your most pre- : 
cious possession, as he is. 

2. Tell him the truth at all 
times, and encourage him to call 
you in for periodic check-ups. 

3. Pity the fat man; the statis- 
tician numbers his days. 

4. If your brain earns your 
living, be moderate as a week 
end athlete or laborer. 

5. When the snow* drifts high, 
let some younger fellow shovel 
out the driveway. 

6. Avoid self-dosing — "he who 
doctors himself has a fool for 
a physician.” 

7. Fortunate is the man who 
has a mild heart condition and, 
knowing it, learns to live with 
his heart. 

8. Plan to take "time out” — 
daily, weekly, yearly — for rest. 
When you rest, your heart rests. 

9. Health is more than the ab- 
sence of disease. Dont worry. If 
you have cause to worry, do all 
you can to remedy the cause, and 
stop worrying. 

10. Be your age.

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Discusses Possible Future Of 
Newton Junior College 


Beginning with a brief outline 
of the Junior College movement 
in general, William C. Greene, 
first president of the Council and 
now serving as chairman of the 
Junior College committee, dis- 
cussed very frankly the place of 
such an educational institution 
in Newton and its possible fu- 
ture growth. “Young men just 
out of high school arc finding it 
difficult to get jobs,” Mr. Greene 
''oid the PTA Council at its 
February Executive Board meet- 
ing. “Meanwhile, college boys are 
being told that there aren’t 
enough executive jobs for them 
to fill but there are jobs of a 
subprofessional sort which they 
may have to take. The need for 
Junior College education of this 
sub-professional sort seems in- 
evitably growing.” 

Newton Junior College was 
opened in September of 1946, in 
large part to meet the needs of 
returning veterans who found the 
established colleges overcrowd- 
ed. Students are offered six cur- 
ricula: Liberal Arts, Pre-Engin- 
eering, General Education, Tech- 
nical-Vocational, Business Ad- 
ministration and Secretarial. 
During the first years, enroll- 
ment ran high and there was a 
good record of transfer to four- 
year colleges in both sophomore 
and junior years. With the wan- 
ing of need by the veteran, the 
college enrollment has declined 
somewhat and there has been a 
shift in student interest from 
courses preparatory to transfer 
to four-year colleges to courses 
in terminal education, for the 
civilian students who want to be 
educated for something are in- 
creasing and this is important. 
Air. Greene pointed out that the 
Newton Junior College renders a 
service in line with the recent 
recommendation of President 
James B. Conant of Harvard for 
the establishment of community 
colleges to serve post-high school 
youth who do not anticipate 
four-year liberal arts training or 
immediate employment upon 
high school graduation. 


Mr. Greene, who was ably as- 
sisted by Mrs. Dwight Colburn 
in compiling the data for the re- 
port, acknowledged the help 
given by Dr. C. Elwood Drake, 
director of the Newton Junior 
‘ College, and James B. Forbes, di- 
rector of Technical-Vocational 
I Education in Newton. He con- 
: eluded by saying that, at present, 

! the Newton Junior College can 
handle a substantial increase in 
enrollment, and he urged the 
Council members to give active 
support to the college and assist 
in spreading wider knowledge 
about it to prospective students 
and their parents. 

George Holler, president of the 
PTA Council, presided at the 
meeting which was devoted, in 
part, to a report of the Teach- 
ers’ Salaries committee. Dr. Leo 
, Alexander, chairman of the com- 
j mittee, told the Council that a 
study had been made of data 
gathered during the past two 
years to see whether we in New- 
ton are enabling our schools to 
maintain their high standards. 
“In the past," said Dr. Alexand- 
i er, “Newton has been an acknowl- | 
edged leader in the field of educa- 
tion. Many people coming to the 
Greater Boston area have chosen 
Newton as the community in 
which to live because of the repu- 
tation of its schools. An adequate 
salary scale* is of primary impor- 
tance in obtaining and keeping 
excellent teachers, and we in 
Newton should be constantly 
aware of this and jealously guard 
our leadership.” Other members 
of this committee are Ralph 
Samuelson, representing the 
Newton Teachers Federation. Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Jones of Pierce 
School, and Mrs. Leo Alexander. 


Says Ice Is Most 
Treacherous of All 
Driving Surfaces 


“Ice is the most treacherous 
surface over which any motorist 
ever is called upon to drive,” 
Chief Philip Purcell of the New- 
ton Police Department said in a 
statement issued this week. 

"The principal causes of acci- 
dents in such weather are speed, 
improper use of brakes, and lack 
of traction. If you have to stop 
on ice, apply pressure to the 
brakes lightly and intermittent- 
ly; jamming them on causes the 
brakes to lock and the first 
thing you know the car is out 
of control and skidding all over 
the place.” 

As a matter of fact, the chief 
added, attempting to drive on ice- 
covered streets without the use 
of tire chains is foolhardy, and 
should be avoided if possible. 

“Tests conducted by the Na- 
tional Safety Council’s# Commit- 
tee on Winter Driving Hazards 
show that a vehicle traveling only 
20 miles an hour on ice without 
tire chains will skid about 183 
feet after the brakes are applied. 
With tire chains on the rear 
wheels, a car traveling at the 
same speed can stop on ice in 
about 88 feet. At 40 miles per 
hour on ice the average skid goes 
up to 732 feet. Chains reduce it 
to 352 feet, but obviously it is 
foolish to drive at 40 miles per 
hour on glare ice. So, if you have 
to drive, put on chains and take 
it easy; but it’s even better to 
leave your car at home.” 

Other helpful precautions sug- 
gested by Chief Purcell include 
keeping a good distance between 
vehicles, and use of extra care at 
corners and intersections coupled 
with signals for turns or stops 
given in ample time to warn cars 
behind.

City Government 

The Planning Board

Question: Planning Boards 

are new in City Management 
affairs, are they not? 

Mr. Kellar: My answer to that 
would be "No” in one respect and 
“Yes” in another. Planning 
Board duties and functions have 
been undertaken by Town and 
City fathers for many genera- 
tions in their endeavor to plan for 
the public health, development of 
their town, village or municipal- 
ity and for financing the cost of 
such programs. This held true in 
Newton as well as elsewhere. 

Legally, the Planning Board 
was created as such in Newton 
on December 3, 1913, by an or- 
der passed by the Board of Al- 
dermen under General Laws 
Chapter 41, Sections 70, 71 and 72. 
Its duties under this authority 
were limited to making careful 
studies of the resources, possi- 
bilities and needs of the City 
particularly with reference to 
conditions injurious to the public 
health or otherwise in and about 
rented dwellings, to making 
pis ns for the development of the 
municipality, with special ref- 
erence to proper housing of its 
inhabitants. 

On May 20, 1925, the Board of 
Aldermen accepted the Board of 
Survey Act. General Laws Chap- 
ter 41, which under certain sec- 
tions, enabled the Planning 
Board upon vote of the Board of 
Aldermen to act as Board of Sur- 
vey. Under certain sections of 
Chapter 211 of the Acts of 1936 
entitled “Improved Methods of 
Municipal Planning” the Plan- 
ning Board acting as a Board of 
Survey passes upon the opening 
of private ways for public use 
approving, modifying and ap- 
proving or disapproving the lay- 
out of such ways as to location, 
alignment of grade and drainage 
and other factors pertinent to the 
development of the subdivision. 

On March 6, 1947, the Planning 
Board recommended and the 
Board of Aldermen on August 18 
amended certain paragraphs of 
Section 170, Chapter 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1939 so 
that all streets hereafter con- 
structed on private lands by the 
owners thereof shall be construct- 
ed only under the supervision of 
the City Engineer and according 
to strict specific itions, perfor- 
mance bonds are also required 
and no building permits are is- 
sued until all requirements are 
satisfied. This will in time save 
the City a great deal of money 
for road construction and at the 
same time insure better roads 
or streets for new developments. 

The Planning Board has held 
many hearings and will hold 
many more in the future on peti- 
tions for the development of un- 
developed areas within the City. 
This has been brought about by 
the rapid growth of the City both 
in population and the accompany- 
ing need for more dwellings. 

Question: Are the members 
of the Plarining Board elected 
or appointed? 

Answer: The members are ap- 
pointed. The Planning Board 
consists of seven members. The 
City Engineer and Street Com- 
missioner are members of the 
Board ex-officio. Upon expiration 
of term of office of any appointed 
member, his successor is ap- 
pointed for the term of three 
years from the date of his ap- 
pointment. The members of the 
Board serve without compensa- 
tion. The present members are 
Thomas R. King, certified public 
accountant; William J. Payne, 
banker; Theodore H. Oakey, in- 
surance; Stanley C. Lovell, in- 
dustrial chemist; John W. Kellar, 
contractor, chairman; Ashley Q. 
Robinson, city engineer, and Har- 
old F. Young, street commission- 
er. 

Question: Does the Planning 
Board have other duties beyond 
acting as Board of Survey on 
matters pertaining to opening 
of private ways and sub-div- 
isions? 

Answer: Yes. The Board over 
a period of years has developed 
studies for physical improve- 
ments of the City and made 
many recommendations to the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen 
which have been carried into ef- 
fect. Many others have not been 
carried out, however, primarily 
because of the capital expendi- 
tures required but it is hoped 
that the more important ones 
will be in the near future; for 
example, the modernization of 
Newflhn Corner which has been 
under consideration f9r a num- 
ber of years and the acquiring 
of tracts of land surrounding 
the Newton City Hall for the 
development of a Civic Centre, 
Such a eentr* to consist of a 


building to be used by the pub- 
lic community services, that is, 
the Welfare, Health and Vet- 
erans’ Services Departments; an- 
other building to be constructed 
for the use of the general offices 
maintained by the School Depart- 
ment; a third building is highly 
desirable for housing the gen- 
eral community services, that is, 
among others, the Community 
Chest, Community Council, Boy 
Scouts, District Nursing, Catholic 
Welfare, Family Service Bureau, 
etc. The advantage of housing 
these services in the same build- 
ing is obvious inasmuch as many 
of them co operate and work to- 
gether for the good of the City. 
Such planning, however, as I 
said before, requires large cap- 
ital expenditures and in view of 
the present capital expenditures 
program and its entailed borrow- 
ing, must be relegated to the 
future. 

Another very important func- 
tion of the Planning Board is the 
work in connection with zoning. 
The zoning ordinance regulates 
the construction of buildings and 
structures and the use of build- 
ings, structures and land in the 
City of Newton and divides the 
City into districts. The districts 
are seven in number, that is, 
seven classes, namely: Single 
Residence A. District, B district, 
C district, Private, General, Busi- 
ness and Manufacturing. The 
Board of Aldermen may, from 
time to time, change the ordin- 
ance by amendment, addition or 
repeal, but no ordinance modify- 
ing the district boundary so es- 
tablished or changing the regula- 
tion or restrictions to be enforced 
shall be adopted until after the 
Planning Board has held public 
hearing, after due notice given, 
and a final report submitted with 
recommendations to the Board 
of Aldermen. A two-thirds vote 
of the Board of Aldermen is re- 
quired to make the change. 

Due to the rapid growth of the 
City the Planning Board has held 
many public hearings on pro- 
posed changes in the zoning of 
the City; in fact so many peti- 
tions have been received and the 
physical development of the City 
has been so rapid that the Plan- 
ning Board recommended to the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen 
that a re-study be made of the 
entire zoning ordinance and zon- 
ing classification of the City. 
The recommendation was ac- 
cepted last fall with the result 
that Professor Adams of M.I.T. 
and his associates have been re- 
tained by the City to make such 
a study. This study has been go- 
ing on for approximately five 
months and will shortly culmin- 
ate in a public hearing on the 
proposed changes and subse- 
quent action by the Board of Al- 
dermen. The proposed changes 
should bring about needed im- 
provements in the ordinance and 
physical layout of the City for 
future growth. 

I would like to speak on one 
more very important function of 
the Planning Board. That is its 
function as the Long Range Plan- 
ning Commission. The duties are 
primarily one of planning and 
forecasting the needs of the sev- 
eral departments of the City Gov- 
ernment in the nature of capital 
expenditures over five year pe- 
riods. The first report and recom- 
mendation for capital expendi- 
tures was presented to the May- 
or and Board of Aldermen in 
April, 1948, covering the years 
1948 to 1952 with the result that 
the State Legislature passed a 
bill allowing the City of Newton 
to borrow up to five million dol- 
lars outside of the debt limit 
for capital outlay. Of this bor- 
rowing varying sums are allo- 
cated to the several departments 
of the City to be spent over a pe- 
riod of five years. For example, 
the School Department will spend 
approximately three million two 
hundred thousand dollars for 
new schools and alterations to 
old which will go a long way 
towards alleviating the crowded 
conditions in some of the schools 
and at the same time take care 
of the increasing enrollment in 
certain sections of the City. The 
amount allocated to the Street 
and Sewer Department will result 
in badly needed street improve- 
ments and sewage disposal. 
Added recreational facilities are 
planned through the Recreation 
Department as well as several 
new Fire Stations, a new Po- 
lice garage, additional Library 
facilities and many other proj- 
ects. 

In order to arrive at a recom- 
mendation to the Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen on capital 
expenditures over a long period, 
it is necessary to make a very 
detailed study, consuming many 
months, of a financial history of 
the City covering a number of 
years, the growth in population, 
the Increase in school popula- 
tion, the condition of the streets 
and sewage disposal, the tax 
rate, and other factors. With this 
data worked out in statistical 
form, each department reported 
to the Planning Board what it 
felt was its needs in the way of 
capital expenditures over the 
next five years and the reason 
thereof. With this information it 
was then necessary to forecast 
the growth of the City In mat- 


ters such as income from all 
sources, population growth, in- 
creased building, increased school 
enrollment, increased costs and 
many other factors. With all 
available information at hand it 
was necessary to join the past 
with the future and arrive at a 
plan of capital expenditures for 
the next five years' that would be 
within the capacity of the City 
to pay and yet not increase the 
tax rate to a large degree. 

I think it might be of interest 
to the listeners to learn in a more 
detailed account what the ap- 
proximate allocations are for the 
several departments of the City 
for the six year period 1948 to 
1953 bearing in mind that these 
are capital expenditures and not 
general costs of maintaining and 
managing City affairs. The sums 
which I will mention directly are 
funds received primarily from 
borrowing within the debt limit 
of the City and by borrowing 
outside the debt limit of the City 
through special legislation. The 
approximate total amounts to 
about ten million dollars. Of that 
sum the Street Department will 
have at its command approx- 
imately two million nine hundred 
thousand dollars; sewer exten- 
sions, about one million four hun- 
dred thousand dollars; Veterans’ 
housing, one million four hun- 
dred thousand dollars; Police De- 
partment garage, fifty thousand 
dollars; Fire Department for new 
stations and renovation of old, 
approximately five hundred sixty- 
eight thousand dollars; the Li- 
brary Department, approximate- 
ly one hundred seventy thou- 
sand dollars; Recreation Depart- 
ent, three hundred twelve thou- 
sand dollars; School Department, 
three million two hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

It is hoped in all cases except 
the School Department to equal- 
ize the spending by each depart- 
ment each year over the period of 
six years. In the case of the 
School Department, it is deemed 
advisable to start all projects, 
for which allocations have been 
made, before 1951 in order thdt 
advantage may be taken of pos- 
sible State aid under Chapter 
645, Acts of 1948, which termiates 
that year. At leas*, the City will 
be in a position to receive such 
aid if the City School Building 
Program falls within the legal 
definition of the Act. 

It is believed by the Planning 
Board that the Long Range Plan 
as briefly outlined will be of 
great benefit to the City even 
though the cost may seem stag- 
gering. 

Question: It has been said 
several times that the Planning 
Board is the authority to see 
and that its decision is final in 
matters of zoning, planning, 
etc. Is that correct? 

Answer: No, it is not correct. 
The Planning Board as I said be- 
fore is an appointed body and 
its function is one primarily of 
studying problems that arise in 
matters of subdivisions, zoning 
and long range planning and, aft- 
er a decision is reached in its 
own body, of recommending to 
the Mayor and Board of Aider- 
men certain actions to be taken. 
The final decision, therefore, rests 
with the Mayor and Board of Al- 
dermen in all cases.

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Railroad Wins Issue 
On Billboard Rights 


Protests made by residents 
and civic organizations of the 
City against the erection of bill- 
boards at Newton railroad sta- 
tions, lost their fight for tjje re- 
moval of the signs. 

Officials of the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad stated that the 
signs were part of a drive to 
make up for revenue lost in the 
decrease in suburban patronage. 
They contended that they have 
the right under the law to put 
up the signs, both inside and out- 
side their stations. They said, 
however, that the billboards are 
visible only to patrons of the 
road and arc not visible from the 
streets. • 

Newton organizations, includ- 
ing the Upper Falls Improve- 
ment Association, the Waban Im- 
provement Association and the 
Newtonville Improvement Asso- 
ciation, protested against the 
billboards. 

City ordinances provide that 
permits must be issued by the 
Board of Aldermen for all bill- 
boards erected in the city, but 
exempts railroads. 

The section of the ordinance 
which exempts railroads from 
the requirements of obtaining 
permits for billboards, is as fol- 
lows: 

"This ordinance shall not ap- 
ply to signs or other devices on 
or in the rolling stock, stations 
or structures of or used by com- 
mon carriers except on bridges 
or viaducts or abutments there- 
of, or to devices which advertise 
or indicate either the persons 
occupying the premises in ques- 
tion or the business transacted 
thereon, or advertise the proper- 
ty itself or any part thereof as 
for sale or to let and which con- 
tain no other advertising mat- 
ter; and provided further that 
this ordinance shall not apply 
to billboards, signs, or other ad- 
vertising devices, legally main- 
tained at the time of its effective 
date until one year from the 
first day of July following said 
effective date, provided, how- 
ever, that it shall apply immedi- 
ately to any sign, billboard or 
other advertising device, erected, 
maintained or displayed in vio- 
lation of article 24 of the build- 
ing code.” 

Railroad officials in a letter 
to the Newton Upper Falls Im- 


provement Association stated: 
"It is our hope that we will not 
be condemned when the facts are 
known as to the real reason for 
the installation of advertising 
j billboards”

City Debt Increases Almost Two 
Million - Borrowing Capacity Drops 

According to the annual financial report of City Treasurer and 
Collector Archie R. Whitman, Newton’s city debt increased almost 
$2,000,000, while the city’s borrowing capacity dropped nearly 
$ 200 , 000 . 

Because of the public works and public buildings programs, 
including street, sewer and school construction, the city’s debt 
went up. At the close of 1949, the city’s debt within the legal limit 
was $3,934,000 and the debt outside the limit was $3,951,000, for a 
total of $7,885,000. The borrowing capacity now is $702,423.72. 
compared with $906,423.72 last year. At the close of 1948, the 
city’s debt within the legal limit was $3,730,000 and the debt out 
side the limit was $2,304,000, for a total of $6,034,000. The report 
for 1949 is as follows:

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Report Cards To Be Issued 
Elementary School Pupils 


According to an announce- 
ment by the School Department, 
the practice of issuing report 
cards to pupils in the second and 
third grades will be started in 
the elementary schools for the 
first time in . May. The report 
cards will be issued once a year. 

Heretofore report cards were 
issued only to pupils in the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades and 
a report of progress made was 
made to parents through individ- 
ual conferences. This new prac- 
tice is being undertaken to give 
parents a statement in writing, 
toward the end of the school 
year, of their child’s rating. 

The youngsters will be rated 
on three categories: Physical and 
social development, fundamental 
skills, and progress in other 
phases. Under physical ind social 
development they will be grad- 
ed in health, physical education, 
social development and work ha- 
bits. Under fundamental skills 
they will obtain ratings in read- 
ing, oral and written expression, 
spelling, handwriting and num- 
ber work. They will also be rated 
in social studies, science, art and 
music.

Red Cross Fund Quota 
Here Set at $76,1 40

Another in a series of feature articles presented by The Graphic 
as a public service to better acquaint the citizens of Newton 
with their government. 

John L. Foley, Superintendent of the- Sanitation Division of 
the Newton Street Department is a life, long resident of this city 
and joined the city government in &ay, 1926. He was appointed 
Highway Foreman in May, 1936 and in June, 1943 he was placed 
in charge, as Acting Division Foreman of the Sanitation Division. 
On July 5, 1948, Mr. Foley was appointed permanently as Division 
Superintendent. In this article Mr. Foley presents a graphic pic- 
ture of a City service which affects both the health and safety 
of the citizenry, a service that is administered efficiently and 
economically, particularly when citizens adhere to the regulations 
which govern their weekly sanitation service. 

Collection of refuse is a service which affects both public 
health and public safety. An accumulation of waste materials 
can become either unsanitary or a definite fire menace. The collec- 
tion of such material, in a City of 84,000 persons located on 300 
miles of streets presents a problem in which the cooperation of 
our citizens can materially affect the costs of the service as well 
as, its efficiency. 

Under the supervision of the Division Superintendent assisted 
by a Foreman-Inspector, 86 men are employed weekly on the 
work, and consists of 28 truck drivers, 42 collectors, 12 incinerator 
employees and 4 dump employees. Two trucks are assigned daily 
to collecting rubbish from business establishments which have two 
collections weekly. Such establishments however, are entitled to 
the collection of two barrels, bundles or cartons without charge 
and for each bundle, carton or barrel in excess of two a charge 
of 10c each is made. Tickets for these charges are purchased only 
at the office of the Street Commissioner. 

Q. How are collections made In the residential sections of the 
City? 

The residential section of the City is divided into five separate 
districts, each district receiving one weekly collection of refuse. 
Each days work is divided into 13 routes with two trucks and one 
crew of three collectors. Previous to early 1949, one truck and 
a crew of collectors covered each route and when a load was ob- 
tained, rode either to the City dump or the incinerator. Under 
this system three to four hours labor on the part of each collector 
was lost daily. With the placing of an additional truck on the 
route, the second truck moves in as soon as the first truck is 
loaded and the collectors work continuously during the day. Each 
route is ‘covered twice, the first collection being made for the pur- 
pose of collecting combustible material which is hauled to the In- 
cinerator and on the second trip non-combustibles are collected 
jvhich are taken to the Pine Street Dump. 

Q. How many homes do you service? 

The total number of homes is nearing 20,000 and we average 
more than 40,000 barrels weekly. At present 80 to 85 tons of 
material is being taken to the Incinerator daily and 50 to 60 tons 
to the Dump. Plus the weight of barrels it is estimated that each 
collector has to handle and throw on our trucks approximately 
8 tons daily. 

Because of the greatly increased amount of rubbish being 
collected due to the increase in new homes, plus efforts to eliminate 
dump fires and provide for a more sanitary dump, insofar as pos- 
sible, all combustibles are taken to the Incinerator at Newton 
Highlands. This Incinerator has a burning capacity of about 50 
tons in an 8-hour period. The increased tonnage being collected 
made it necessary to employ a second shift of men at the Incinera- 
tor starting in September. 

Considerable headway has been made in improvement of the 
sanitary conditions at our dump, and today it is sightly, fenced 
in, properly maintained and serviced periodically for the extermina- 
tion of rats and vermin. Installation of weighing scales at the 
Dump, plus those previously installed at the Incinerator, enable 
us to keep reliable cost figures on our various operations. 

Q. Are there ways in which the citizens can be of assistance 
In your work? 

Yes, by observing the regulations provided. The principal ones 
are as follows: Place all barrels and waste at curb line by 7 
o’clock A. M. on day of collection. This is important as the City 
employees start work daily at 7 A. M. A delay in placing out 
barrels means additional collection service, sometimes leading to 
expensive overtime work. 

Segregate combustibles and non-combustibles. This is most 
important from a sanitary standpoint and aids in efficient opera- 
tion of both the Incinerator and the Dump. 

Tie up loose papers and magazines. Many times City trucks 
are accused of spilling loose papers on the highways, when the 
real*cause has been from winds blowing rubbish untied or loosely 
packed at the curb. 

Brush. This material must be cut in lengths not over 4 feet 
long and tied iq bundles not over 2 feet in diameter. This is neces- 
sary in order that same may be properly handled at the Incinerator. 

Barrels or containers must not weigh over 125 lbs. This regu- 
lation is most important. Every year a number of our men 
suffer from hernias incurred in connection with heavy lifting. In 
1949 several were obliged to undergo surgical operations because 
of such injuries. 

It is also required that barrels must be. removed from the 
highway the day of collection. This is necessary in order to avoid 
possible injuries to pedestrians, particularly after dark and nat- 
urally for the better appearance of the City. 

The cooperation of our citizens in obeying these regulations 
will not only be appreciated J>ut will provide all with more effi- 
cient and economical service. 

Q. We have noticed the past year that when a holiday occurs 
during a normal work day that no rubbish collection is 
made in the district entitled to collection on that day until 
the following week. What are the reasons for this? 

Previously, the day following a holiday we collected rubbish 
from the district which was not collected on the holiday and also 
from the district regularly collected on that day, that is from two 
districts in one day. In order to do this we had to call on all our 
other Divisions for most of their trucks and a large number of 
their available men. In many cases urgent work had to be delayed 
In the Divisions furnishing equipment and personnel and the normal 
dally cost of operation increased considerably. Also the trucks 
obtained from other Divisions are not equipped for rubbish collec- 
tion and cannot handle profitable loads. Because of equipment 
factors and the large Increase in operation costs, this change In 
operations was made. The same method of delaying holiday collec- 
tions until the following week is in effect in many other cities and 
towns. 

Q. From which of the city yards are these operations handled? 

From the Auburndale Avenue Yard in West Newton which is 
also adjacent to the Pine Street dumping area. 

Q. Does your Division handle any other functions other than 
the collection of rubbish? 


‘’Give What You Gave” will be 
Newton’s slogan for the 1950 Red 
Cross Fund Campaign, declared 
Douglass B. Francis, Fund Chair- 
man, in announcing the local 
quota of $76,140 at a meeting 
of Residential Chairmen last 
week. 

Although expansion of the Na- 
tional Blood Program, with the 
recent opening of the Massachu- 
setts Blood Center calls for in- 
creased expenditures both local- 
1 and nationally, by careful plan- 
ning of other chapter budget 
items, the chapter finds itself 
able to set a local quota which 
does not exceed that of last year, 
without sacrificing any of its 
many services to the community. 

General George C. Marshall, 
new Red Cross president, also 
pointed out in announcing the 
national goal for the campaign, 
that lower operating budgets 
will not affect the essential serv- 
ices of the Red Cross. “In tact,” 
he said, “some of them will be in- 
creased by wider use of trained 
volunteers. It is extremely im- 
portant to millions of Americans 
that the Red Cross continue its 
high standard of service.” 

“The American Red Cross is 
the instrument chosen by the 
United States government to aid 
in fulfilling obligations of the 
American people ujider interna- 
tional treaties. To carry out 
these responsibilities it is essen- 
tial that the Red Cross raise the 
necesary fund. “The organiza- 
tion must continue its tradition- 
al services to the nation, to the 
armed forces, and to veterans. 
It must continue to expand its 
national blood program, already 
serving nearly a quarter of the 
country’s population. And it 
must continue to develop its vol- 
unteer programs for greater 
community service. Last year, 
General Marshall pointed out, 
the Red Cross spent more than 
$35,000,000 for its services to the 
armed forces and veterans alone, 
half of it in a nationally financed 
program. With our military 
forces still at k record peace- 
time high, and with the veteran 
population larger than at any 
previous time in the nation’s his- 
tory, the Red Cross must con- 
tinue these vital morale and Wel- 
fare services. “The Red Cross 
must also be ready to move 
quickly and efficiently when dis- 
aster strikes in any part of the 
nation,” the General said. “Last 
year the organization assisted in 
‘330 disaster relief operations, 
the highest number in any one 
year of Red Cross history. It 
assisted 228,500 persons with 
emergency and long-term help at 
a cost of $7,640,200 during the 


year.” General Marshall also 
singled out the organization’s 
health and t: ;oty services, its 
army of trained volunteers, and 
the Junior Red Cross as import- 
ant elements that must be con- 
tinued at peak efficiency.

Work was begun on the new 
parsonage last August and the 
Rev. and Mrs. Taylor moved Into 
the dwelling November 28, the 
day after Thanksgiving. 

The new parsonage is a two- 
story wooden house, painted 
white, and occupying the land 
where two residences had stood. 
The old parsonage, meanwhile, 
has been sold and will be used 
as a private home. 

Because the old parsonage had 
proved to be unsuitable for the 
uses of the church, the 350 fam- 
ilies that comprise the parish 
decided to erect the new home. 
Dr. and Mrs. Taylor have been 
at the church for the past two 
years.

January 31, it was unanimously 
voted that the Association be 
put on record in favor of House 
Bills 885 and 886.” 

Franklin N. Flashner, president 
of the Oak Hill Park Associa- 
tion in his recent letter to Mr. 
Pessolano, stated: 

"I am writing in support of 
these bills on behalf of over 
eight hundred veterans and their 
wives, who are residents of Oak 
Hill Park, the name given to the 
Newton Veterans Housing pro- 
ject, and who are represented by 
the Oak Hill Park Association. 
We veterans who are residents 
of Oak Hill Park purchased small 
homes selling well below $10,000. 
These homes were built in mass 
production and make up an in- 
tegrated well planned community. 
We are proud of our new com- 
munity and of our own individual 
homes. Despite the fact that our 
homes were built in mass produc- 
tion and sold at such reasonable 
prices, nevertheless each and ev- 
ery one of our home conforms 
in every detail to the specifica- 
tion of the building code of the 
City of Newton. We may feel se- 
cure and satisfied that the struc- 
tural components of our homes 
are going to hold up, because 
we know that the standards of 
the Newton Building Code are 
very high! 

“There is a great deal of un- 
developed land around Oak Hill 
Park. Property values in our com- 
munity will always be dependent 
on those about us. We are, there- 
fore, apprehensive of any pos- 
sibility that homes could be built 
nearby which would not have to 
conform to the same high stand- 
ards of construction as our own 
hdmes. We are therefore, oppos- 
ed to the Law of the Common- 
wealth by which this possibility 
could be rendered a reality and 
are strongly in favor of the 
amendments to this law embodied 
in House Bills 885 and 886.” 

This stand by the Oak Hill 
veterans is another indication of 
the widespread and popular sup- 
port being given by all thinking 
groups to correct an intolerable 
situation that has possibilities 
in undermining the high stand- 
ards arrived at in local commu- 
nities after years of expedience 
and effort.

BOSTON— Jordan Marsh Co.

This appraisal of the newspa- 
pers as an indispensable medium 
was voiced here Feb. 7 by Rich- 
ard H. Edwards, Jr., vice-pres- 
ident of Jordan Marsh, in a talk 
before the Advertising Club of 
Boston.

Radio and television solicit by 
their programming the partici- 
pation of the audience along the 
lines of amusements or news and 
leaves such selection to the choice 
of the audience itself, but the 
newspaper presents all these 
features to all classes of people 
simultaneously." 

3. Newspapers offer the great- 
est possible circulation at the 
lowest percentage of cost. Here, 
Mr. Edwards cited his store’s 
sales and advertising experience, 
as noted above. 

4. The newspapers are a su- 
perior medium for timing. 

“Merchandise which arrives in 
our store this afternoon can be, 
by the dint of hard work and co-

newspapers, presented to the 
public within 24 hou-s. . . . This 
it not an exclusive virtue of 
newspapei advertising, . . . but 
we do know the newspaper will 
be printed tomorrow. We do 
know its circulaticn, and it would 
be necessary for us to ^ee if we 
could And or buy radio time on 
the spur of the moment.” 

Any Time, Any Place 

5. The newspaper is the one 
great medium that awaits the 
reader’s convenience. 

“A newspaper advertisement 
lives for many bourr . . . and 
sometimes for days. It is not 
received in a fleeting moment, 


it does not have to register 
within a brief period of time or 
be lost forever. It enters the 
home and is available to every 
member of the family at a time 
of his own choosing." 

“Taking these points into con- 
sideration," he concluded, “and 
remembering that the news- 
paper possesses the unique dis- 
tinction of distribution by being 
wanted by the reader sought out 
and paid for . . . therefore, what 
has the newspaper to fear?” 

Newspapers will remain sec- 
ure in their position as an ad 
medium, said Mr. Edwards,* so 
long as they continue to serve

Boston Edison Company 
earned $2.91 a share in 1949, as 
compared with $2.90 in 1948, 
President James V. Toner an- 
nounces. 

For the first time in many 
years gross revenues declined in | 
comparison with the preceding i 
year. In 1949 they were $64, 
133,148, and in 1948 they were j 
$65,693,355. The decrease result- 
ed from smaller sales to other 
utilities. There was an even 
larger decrease, however, in oper- 
ating expenses. The largest re- 
duction was in the cost of fuel, 
due to improved efficiency, smal- 
ler output and the savings from 
the use of oil instead of coal. 
From 1940 through 1948 fuel oil 
was practically unavailable, and 
the Company had to rely almost 
exclusively on coal as fuel. In 
1949, however, 67 percent of the 
kilowatt hours were generated 
by use of oil at a price consider- 
ably less than coal. Customers 
of the Company shared in these 
savings to the amount of $1,- 
030,000 as a result of lower fuel 
charges. 

As a result of a wage award 
by the Massachusetts Board of 
Conciliation and Arbitration, in- 
creasing base rates of pay by 3 
percent, the Company’s expendi 
tures for pay rolls and employee 
benefits were increased approxi- 
mately $350,000. 

During 1949 the Company de- 
clared dividends of $2.80 a share.

found at the root of family 
trouble. 

Mrs. Holden, of Newton Family 
Service, which is one of the 225 
agencies throughout the country 
affiliated with the Family Serv- 
ice Association of America, said: 

“All children grow up to be 
adults physically but none of us 
are completely grown up emo- 
tionally. Few of us are completely 
mature. Particularly under strain 
and stress, people tend to revert 
to childish ways. Often their re- 
sort to feelings and attitudes of 
childhood takes place uncon- 
sciously. But in today’s world, 
with its complex social, political 
and economic problems, the need 
for mature citizens is vital. 

“This magazine article cites 
numerous examples of “emotional 
immaturity” as a factor in per- 
sonal and family problems and 
hopefully concludes it is not an 
insoluble matter. It should be 
“must reading” for each one of 
us. There are also several ex- 
cellent books recently published 
on this subject which make in- 
teresting and rewarding reading 
— such as “The Mature Mind” 
by H. A. Overstreet, “Emotional 
Maturity” by Leon Saul, or “Un- 
happy Marriage and Divorce” by 
Edmond Bergler.

nearest bus route. He contended 
that many new homes have been 
built in the area and that the pro- 
posed bus line would serve per- 
sons going to church and school. 
Eugene J. Conroy of 87 Derby 
street, West Newton, represent- 
ing property owners along the 
proposed route and school offi- 
cials, said the bus line was es- 
sential to the Franklin School, 
the largest elementary school in 
Newton. 

Waltham Councillor Joseph D. 
McCarthy asserted that the pro- 
posed change in the bus line 
would be an injustice to his 
constituents, who would lose time 
as a result of the roundabout 
route, which would make the line 
a “Toonerville Trolley.”

The first impression is that the 
woodworkers are rather young 
to be managing full-size saws al- 
most. as large as themselves. 
There are no undersized, or what 
the instructors call “discourag- 
ing toy tools” in the shop. Young 
Peter, whose father teaches elec- 
tricity In the Newton High 
School, can hardly get his knee 
up on the low sawing table, but 
somehow he manages to saw the 
edges of his birdhouse roof al- 
most as straight and square as 
most adults could. “Skipper” is 
eight and he’s doing an extreme- 
ly careful laying out and squar- 
ing the ends of/ pieces of a three 
foot tool tray. Others are work- 
ing seriously at toy boats and 
airplanes, a checker board, and 
a stool. 

Strangely enough, the stan- 
dard variety of plywood pattern 
article commonly seen in such 
shops for children isn’t to be 
seen around nere. Mrs. Cady sug- 
gests we ask Mr. Bose, the in- 
structor about this, but it’s rather 
difficult to get his attention for 
long. Visitors are always wel- 
come at the Centre but the staff 
people believe that the children 
should have a priority on atten- 
tion here. 

Pattern Work Stereotyped 

“I'm just not interested in pat- 


tern Work,” the instructor ex- 
plains in a free moment, “It’s 
stereotyped, limits the imagi- 
nation, and doesn’t allow for 
varied usc of tools and ma- 
terials. Furthermore, the fir ply- 
wood usually used in pattern 
woodwork is pesky stuff to 
handle. It splinters too easily.” 
He wavts us off as he moves 
^across the shop toward a young 
carptenter. “It’ll work better If 
you get behind the file, not beside 
it. Put your working hand hare, 
and steer the file with the other 
hand. You see, this hand pushes 
the file forward while this one 
guides it and pushes It’ down on 
the wood. Yes, that’s the idea.” 

Looking around the shop you 
get a good idea of the diversity 
of things being made. Boats are 
the most popular toys but there 
are also trucks, trains, sea and jet 
planes. One youngster is starting, 
a model castle with watch towers 
from which the imaginary occu- 
pants will be able to spy and 
fight off the Indians, explains 
the worker. The children make 
what they wish to make and 
many of them chose articles for 
their homes such as kitchen knife 
racks, tool trays, shoe-shine 
boxes, and key boards for all the 
keys around the house to be kept 
in a central place.
